‘In is of course only fair in commanting upon 
the action taken by the Government with 

. reference to the suppression of gambling, to 
give due consideration to the difficulties with 
which they ara surrounded, but even making 
every possible allowance of this: kind, tho 
plan which they have adopted cannot but 
‘be considered as im every way 

’ Tho bribing powers of the Chinese, ure no 
doubt enormous. The amount paid for tho 
gambling licenses is sufficient to establish 
this, and the Executive may well ba afraid of 
maling the attempt to put down illicit gam- 
bling, whon they know that the Chineze aro 
willing to pay betwein $200,000 and $250,000 
a year for the privilege. A fast like this 
cannot be ignored ; and we ate free to admit 
that it might be considered a valid. ground 
for not interfering’ with gambling at all, 
either licensing it onthe one hand, or endea- 
vouring to suppress it on the other. But as 
already pointed out, we are not justified in 
altogether giving up the attempt té put.down 
gambling until we have as good a*‘Police 
Force as oan be got, and havo mado the at- 
tempt with their assistatice, 

At present, the licences to the public 
gaming houses have boen withdrawn, but the 
Government hesitates to teke any practical 
steps to carry the matter further. The 
Police Fora is withdrawn from all intor- 
ference with public gambling-houses, for fear 
that they may ‘be bribed, and unless the 
measure adopted in‘ the appointment of 
Messrs, Deane and Suita to put down 
public gaming houses is such as can be con- 
sidered offoctual, we aro in the position of 
allowing such establishments to continue; 
and it is well that: we should distinctly ro+ 
cognise tho fact. 

What, then, is the value of this measure? 


So little is as yet known about it, that-it| 


is difficult to speak very positively. on: the 
subject; but still a shrewd guess can be 
made from the nature of the matter, how far

must appear obviously futile to any one in 
the slightest degrea conversant’ with them. 
With the knowledge that gaming-houses are 
willing to give enormous sums.‘to be left 
unmolested, Chinéie “informers” — will, 
“engily diseover on which side of the way 
they are likely to.get best.paid, and will take 
good caro not to keep themselves hidden, 
~ - bub to make themselves very well known in 
deed. The two officials appointed as Sup- 
pressors-General of gambling, will soon 
find .that they can, as a rule, obtain in- 
fortnation only from one or two Chinamen 
—their’ head-clerks, teachers, or other 
confidential individuals; sud these gentle 
men, if they sre different “from all 
other Chinese, will easily atrange with 
the various gambling houses to receive 
wo” much hush money, making use of 
their powers as informants ‘to obtain this 
sum, The result will then simply be that 
gambling will go on in Hongkong precisely 
as before, the only difference being that: the 
fees will go to the non-informing Chinese 
informants instead of to the Special Fund;
